Mr. HnwnlcRwa was well equippod 
<o speak on Mnttliow Arnold as it 
s S7ltU this writer tlmt liis M.A. 
eats éenlt with last year. He point- 
ed out that nlthough Arnold was 
litoueht up In an almost Puritanical 
Atmosphère he became n rel'ol nnd 
was considered by his contomporarlis 
•ii a violent free thinker. This was 
due to htm being essentially a man of 
nctlon, a teacher and a reformer, 
Who tnlglit be called "The flfhtlns 
priest of Encrllsh letters." 

Matthew Arnold has 1.>ecn criticised 
ljy two different groups. One grou]) 
enlls him on Atheist, free thinker and 
tritlor, while the other calls him 
Z'urltan nnd pharlsee. Beth these 
criticisms are due to lad; oi undcr- 
Btandlng caused 1>y the creat depth 
nnd profundity of Arnold» work. 

Although Ills Essays in Criticisms 
♦'III laBt, Arnolds poetry has not a 
universal appeal nnd will never be 
read by the nir.i'.y. He was too much 
o! a scholar to be a great poet, his 
poetry lucking the spontaneity of 
genius. 

The Importance of his essays 1e 
Vhown 'by their far reaching iifiecfî. 
Arnold tried to niukc the English look 
outBido thoir own country for their 
Idetu. He himself went to Francs, 
©ennany and Greece for insplvailon 
Vihlch he passed on to tinr Eri^rlish. 
By his criticisms, and by his opinion

The Stiuloiits Society at :McGill last year 
.-pent a thousand dollars move than it received. 
A total of !?f)71.62 has to be charged apainst the

account of .«omc $40 which was written off 
brings the total entry on the wrong side of the 
books to just cover a thousand dollar?. 

Of the mass figures which goes to make 
up the financial statement for the year several 
things stand out. On thing apparent is that it is 
the Union which imposes the chief burden on 
the finances of the students. Another fact that 
a perusal of the figures brings out is the in- 
adequacy of the universal levy to provide a suf- 
ficient income to meet even the expenditures 
that are absolutely necessary. It looks like a 
losing race all the time, with the Council re- 
duced to various money making expedients to 
make both ends meet 

l,ast >-car was no exceptional year. The 
Union was faced with the necessity of effecting 
certain expensive repairs, it is true, but unfor- 
tuneately the Union is quite frequently faced 
with the same necessity. The building is not a 
new one, and the depreciation charges are 
heavy. 

Perhaps it is not generally known that the 
Union is supported entirely by Students Society 
' funds. There is no help. It is a significant fact 
that when a few years ago the University hand- 
ed over the Union to the Students they were ob- 
liged to wipe out at the same time a deficit of 
' anproximalely forty thousand dollar? covering 
l:n years of operation. It was a fairly good bar- 
."■:iin for the University, but a heavj' obligation 
iii3 Students. 

The financial question is quite obviously 
\ carious one, and one that is likely to be in the 
.■-,:-c in the near future. Something must be 
.■.>:ic. ^^■i^at that something is is not yet clear, 
'îul it must be done soon. 

It would be a serious thing to raise the uni- 
•.. i-.sal fee. already heavy, but the situation it- 
: '.'f is serious, and requires drastic measures. 

The matter will be fully discussed at the 
- tudcnlp Society meeting tomorrow, and per- 
l.aiKS .«omtthing may result from the discussion 
of help in the dilemma.

In 1927 Mrs. ICIlioti l.\nn 
won the Hale cup for the greatest speed from St Uall to 
Hale, and the St Dall cup for the (-rcatcst speed over the 
cour.te at the international aviation mcclinR; at Zurich. Mrs. 
I.vnn was the only woman competing in this nicctiiiR. 0^^ 
(''il.->hcr R. T^J?" the same woman sol an alliliide vrroid of 
lO.iVn feci for lipht aii pViiii K'.iih h'Idcr made the loii(;c5l 
ih'chl ever made over water hoth in distance and in time. 
Ill the same year Mrs. Bailey and Mrs. l.ynn won first and 
second places in a race in which men competed, bady Mcath 
in July of tlii-^ year set the first world's rcc^ird (1,^.1(10 ft) in 
the Itfrht seaplane class. 1..ndy TTeatli also made llie first s<iIo 
iliRht from C'ape to Cairo. 

It is not everyone, however, who can hreak records, nor 
does every one want to. With tlic spread of air mails and 
passcnftcr lines, trained pilots will be needed. To supply this 
need many rouiitrics have started trainiiiR schools. The 
.\erial University which the l."iiited States Air Korcc .Xs'o- 
cialion plans to establish near Washington D..C.. will train 
men and women alike. In Chicaco si.v women flyers have 
organised a club for women to learn air navigation. Nineteen 
light airplane clubs have been started in Great Uritain for 
the instruction of women, thirteen of which receive govern- 
ment grants Scholarships will be given at these chibs thanks 
to Lady Heath. No doubt Canada will establish similar 
schools in the near future. 

The effects of this training can already be seen. Women 
arc taking up aviation both as pilots and as managers. The 
number of licensed commercial pilots is steadily increasing 
both in U..S..A.. and in Europe where women may pilot 
passenger planes on the same terms as men. A comnirrci.il 
I'lyinp field at San PIcko. California has been opriied by 
Mi-^s l.orrnzo Oclze wliilc nrxt month an air line will he 
I'Pcied from New York to Havana which is being financed 
and planned by Miss Grace Lyon. Even in Italy' althougli 
the women are not even citizens, they may choose aviation 
as a profession wiîli the laughable condition that they must 
have ihe permission of their husband if married and of both 
p.irent5 if sinple. 

What is being done in Great Britain and in U..S..A.. can 
be done in Canada. Aviation has made great strides in 
Canada during tlie past year. With the tremendous distances 
to be covered, air transportation has great commercial ad- 
vantages and during the next few years there will un- 
doubtedly be. a great development of commercial aviation 
which will open up numerous jobs for men and women 
alike. 

There is something fine about flying; it requires both 
courage and skill; but the finest thing about it'is that men 
and women may work side by side, each. giving tlieit" best, 
unrestricted by obsolete hv.s.
